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City administration fights 
to hold present tax rate

Inflation has knocked 1977-’78 fiscal budget planning for a loop in Lompoc, 
but at the moment it appears there will be no increase in the city’s general tax 
rate, City Administrator Gene L. Wählers said today. 
Staff meetings between the administrative office and department heads are 
being held almost daily in an effort to pare down the $5.4 million in requests 
submitted by departments for the General Fund budget, which last year 
amounted to $3.8 million. 
“ This was about $900,000 more than our projected revenues,” Wählers said. 
“ As a result of meetings to date, we have been able to pare that down to $4.6 
million, and our estimated revenues amount to $4.5 million, so we are getting 
close.” 
, 
, 
Taxing entities are restricted under Senate Bill 90 from increasing the 
revenue rate unless it is possible to apply a certain formula. 
“ A present we do not have all of the figures necessary to determine whether 
we can comply with that formula,” said Wählers. 
He added, however, that the staff is not anticipating recommending any tax 
increase to the City Council, which must give final approval to the budget. 
The current General Fund tax rate is $1.85 per $100 of assessed valuation, 


which has been the rate since 1975-76. Before that it was $1.68, a figure that 
stood for five years. 
„ 
“ It is difficult to maintain the same level of service at the same tax 
Wahlers said. “ We have had to cut out proposed programs and recommended 
personnel additions in order to bring the department requests into balance with 
the revenue estimates,” he added. 
“ We are not going to be able to hold the line forever.” 
Wahlers said his office is preparing a proposed budget timetable which is ex­ 
pected to be ready by Monday. 
,, 
“ There is a new requirement this year in the Revenue Sharing Program, 
Wahlers said. “ We must hold a public hearing on what we propose to do with 
revenue sharing money at least seven days prior to the publication of the 
preliminary budget. We will publish our recommendations as to what we feel is 
the best use of the funds as a legal notice in the newspaper, and then at the 
public hearing we will take citizen input on the proposed uses of revenue shar­ 
ing funds.” 
Once this information has been analyzed and considered for assimilation into 
the program, the city will publish as a legal notice a summary of the proposed 
budget at least 10 days prior to a public hearing on the budget conducted by the 
City Council, Wahlers said.

Teachers 
strike in 
Cincinnati 


C IN C IN N A T I (U P Il - Teachers 
struck the 65.000-student Cincinnati 
public school system today to back their 
demands few a 16 per cent pay raise and a 
teachers’ union official claimed the 
strike “ turned most schools to chaos.” 


The condition in most schools is best 
characterized as chaotic.” said Bob 
Bates, a representative of the American 
Federation of Teachers here from 
Washington. D.C 
“ Unsupervised stu­ 
dents have been herded into auditoriums 


“ There are glaring violations of state 
(teaching) statutes We’re calling on the 
board of education to close the schools 
down in the interest of the health and 
safety of the students and get back to the 
bargaining table ” 


School board officials said the schools 
remained open despite the strike, but 
Bates contested the meaning of the word 
“ open.” 
They are using scab personnel to try 
to create the illusion that schools are 
functioning,” said Bates. “ Essentially, 
there is no education going on in the city 


White House Press Secretary Jody 
Powell said Carter is considering an ad­ 
dress to the nation to explain the general 
shape of his energy proposals to the 
American people. 
He will unveil the 120-page comprehen­ 
sive energy plan before a joint session of 
Congress next Wednesday evening. 
“ It’s no secret. It’s going to be tough 
It will include some 30 to 35 proposals.” 
said James Bishop, press spokesman for 
Presidental Energy Adviser Jam es 
Schlesinger. 
“ The em phasis w ill be on the 
automobile, not the driver,” said Bishop. 
He said the program projects goals of ac­ 
complishment over a span of two to eight 
years. 
Some of the “ old. speculative drafts" 
are floating around, according to Bishop, 
and could include proposals that have 
been widely speculated on 
Bishop said the program would go to 
the printer on Monday. 
Final decisions on the energy package 
will be made this weekend. Bishop said. 
One of the goals will be to reduce gas­ 
oline consumption by four m illion 
barrels a day, he said. 
The Wall Street Journal reported today 
Carter will propose: 
— An initial increase of five cents a 
gallon in the current four cents-a-gallon 
federal gasoline tax. The increase, which 
would not take effect before January. 
1979. could escalate to 50 cents in 10 
years 
— A new tax on auto manufacturers as 
a penalty for producing cars using too 
much gas. This so-called “ gasguzzler” 
tax would start at $412 a car. 
— A tax of several dollars a barrel on 
domestically produced crude oil. 
— An increase in natural gas prices 
through a rise in the federal price control 
ceiling on gas and a tax on the industrial 
use of gas. 


B EIR U T . Lebanon (U P I) — Savage 
artillery duels between Palestinian 
guerrillas and Israeli-backed Christians 
today marked the second anniversary of 
the beginning of the Lebanese civil war. 
On April 13. 1975, unidentified gunmen 
shot four right-w ing Ph alan g ist 
militiamen at the entrance to a Maromte 
Catholic church in the Christian suburb 
of Ain Rummaneh. 
Later that day. Phalangist militiamen 
— convinced the assassins were Palesti­ 
nian guerrillas — ambushed a busful of 
Palestinians returing to the Tal Zaatar 
refugee camp from another part of town 
where they had been celebrating a suc­ 
cessful commando operation inside 
Israel. 
All 26 passengers inside the bus were 
shot and killed, starting a round of mor­ 
tar and machine-gun battles that was 
eventually to claim an estimated 40.000 
lives in one of the bitterest civil wars of 
the century 
Although a Syrian-dominated Arab 
League peace-keeping force ended the 
fighting in much of the country last 
November, Israel’s objections to the 
presence of Arab troops near its 
northern settlements has caused the 
bloody conflict to continue in southern 
Lebanon 
Since Tuesday, both sides have shelled 
each other’s positions in a half a dozen 
villages along the southeastern border, 
using mortars, small missiles and heavy 
artillery, local officials reported. 
Beirut newspapers, under strict cen­ 
sorship. made no mention of the anniver­ 
sary of the beginning of the war.

The federally mandated school lunch 
program could cost the Lompoc Unified 
School D istrict almost $1 m illion. 
Business Manager Joe Carlin told the 
school board last night. 
In addition. Carlin reported, the es­ 
timated cost of $989,790 to construct a 
central kitchen exceeds by $195.277 the 
$795.513 currently available to fund the 
project. 
Carlin said he has requested help from 
Assemblymember Gary Hart — in apply­ 
ing for additional state funding — from 
Supervisor Robert Hedlund — in receiv­ 
ing 
$195.000 in revenue sharing funds 
— and from the Department of Com­ 
merce program to provide work in high 
unemployment areas. 
Senate Bill 120 requires all public 
schools to provide one “ nutritionally 
adequate” meal each day to each needy 
student by July 1, 1977 However. LUSD 
does not have an existing food service 
program or the facilities to implement 
one 
About 4.500 to 5.000 students — 
grades K-12 — would receive either free 
or reduced-price meals under the 
program. 
Carlin, along with a Santa Barbara 


architect hired by the board in 
December, was considering renovating 
the kitchen at La Mesa Elementary 
School. 
But the architect. Roger 
Phillips, said that the construction of a 
new, separate kitchen would cost “ only 
$51.000“ more. 
A separate central 
kitchen. Carlin said, would be more 
practical and economical in the long-nin 
than building a kitchen in each school or 
hiring a private vendor. 


Carlin and Phillips estimated that con­ 
structing the new kitchen would cost 
$457.723 — if the work was begun in about 
five months If the work started now. he 
said, the cost would be lower, $4X>.000 
But the estimate provides for a monthly 
one per cent cost increase, because of in­ 
flation. 


that architects’ estimates in general 
recently have been proving lower than 
cictudl costs. 
Besides the $457.723 for construction. 
$347.277 was the estimated cost for 
equipment, $20,000 for electrical and 
other work, $34,800 for the architect’s 
salary. $12,000 for the inspector’s salary, 
$1,900 for the state’s plan check fee. 
$21.000 for a food consultant. $21.000 for a 
food director and other employes, and 
$75.000 for a starting inventory 


To pay for the project, according to 
Carlin, the district has $12.000 from the 
Special Milk Fund. $40.365 from a five 
cents permissive override tax, $542.148 
from the LUSD Special Reserve Fund, 
and $200.000 from the state’s Non-Food 
Assistance Fund — to total $794.513. 


To prevent even higher costs with the 
passage of tim e. Superintendent 
Clarence Bloom said the board should 
make a decision on the new kitchen by 
next month. 
Board members seemed rather stun­ 
ned at Carlin’s report About the $457.723 
construction cost, newly seated member 
Robert Coe said. “ Do you realize that’s 
$83 a square foot0 That seems awfully, 
awfully high ” But Bloom commented 


Carlin said that by reducing costs for 
the kitchen — partly by eliminating 
some equipment — and with additional 
funding from the county, state or federal 
government, the district could manage 
the project “ We don’t want to start until 
we re certain we can make it.” He said 
that architect Phillips would probably 
attend the next school board meeting to 
answer questions and provide further 
details

Soviets still 
fishing off 
New England 


BOSTON (U P I) — Despite the seizure 
of two of its ships, the Soviet Union has 
not been deterred from fishing along the 
rich New England coast inside the new 
U S 
200-mile limit, the Coast Guard 
says. 
“ The last we knew there were between 
a dozen and 15 trawlers of various sizes 
and of Russian registry out there," said 
Cmdr Albert Buechler, who escorted the 
latest Russian vessel — the 503-foot 
refrigerator-transport vessel 
Antanas 
Snechkus — into port Tuesday 
“ Just because two of their ships have 
been ordered to port, there is no reason 
to believe the Soviet fleet is going to run 
home." Coast Guard spokesman John 
Bablitch said 


The huge factory ship, allegedly carry­ 
ing tons of illegal fish, was berthed at the 
First District Coast Guard base beside 
the 275-foot trawler Taras Shevchenko, 
which was forced into port Monday. 


FCI inmate said 'serious' 


The two ships were the first siezed for 
alleged violations of the 200-mile fishing 
limit law that took effect March 1 The 
156 Soviet crewmembers were kept 
aboard the ships by armed Coast 
Guardsmen patrolling the docks and no 
incidents were reported 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - Now that 
he’s back from Japan. Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. plans to concentrate in the 
next two weeks on resolving controv­ 
ersy over legislation to speed up state 
approval of a liquefied natural gas ter­ 
minal. Brown’s chief of staff says. 
“ There are differing views on the sub­ 
ject within the administration and I ex­ 
pect the governor will resolve those dif­ 
ferences and submit an administration 
proposal within the next two weeks,” 
Gray Davis said in an interview Tues­ 
day 
Meantime, a top utility company of­ 
ficial criticized Brown for failing to 
move swiftly on an LNG proposal. 
“ We wish he (Brown) would be a little 
more diligent in getting some resolution 
on how the state will approve an LNG 
site by next January,” said John A 
Sprout, senior vice president of the 
Pacific Gas & Electric Co. 
Two months after the governor 
promised swift action by his office to 
draft a legislative proposal on LNG, 
Sproul said, his company is still in the 
dark on what the administration is doing 
on the subject. 
PG & E and Southern California Gas Co, 
have jointly proposed an LNG terminal 
be built at one of three onshore sites — 
Oxnard. Los Angeles Harbor or Point 
Conception 
Sproul said the last substantive discus­ 
sion with the administration on the issue 
was on Feb 10 when the governor met 
with industry, labor and environmental 
leaders in Los Angeles. 
Sproul said the governor then 
promised that his office would develop a 
legislative proposal within a week or 
two.

following stabbing act 


An inmate at the Federal Correctional 
Institution was stabbed and seriously 
wounded by another inmate in a dispute 
that erupted this morning in one of the 
prison's living quarters. 
Hohn Tebo, no age im m ediately 
available, was admitted to the critical 
care unit of Goleta Valley Hospital, 
where he was transferred after initial 
treatment at Vandenberg Air Force 
Base Hospital and Lompoc Hospital. 
Tebo was listed in serious but stable 
condition in the hospital immediately 
after he was admitted. 
Prison public information officer Gary 


Aldinger said that the stabbing occurred 
at about 7.30 a.m., and that an uniden­ 
tified suspect was in custody for 
questioning. Aldinger said a weapon 
believed used in the assault had been 
recovered. He described it as a 
“ modified knife " 
Aldinger said the stabbing was the 
first at the prison in more than a year. 
He said the dispute was between the vic­ 
tim, and another inmate and that no 
others were involved 
Aldinger said 
prison procedures were routine following 
the stabbing and that there was no ten­ 
sion or unrest as a result of the incident.

The U.S. Navy could play a 
key role in providing necessary 
onshore pipeline capacity to 
handle Santa Barbara Channel- 
produced crude oil from a 
number of major oil com­ 
panies. industry and govern­ 
ment representatives were told 
Tuesday at a session in Santa 
Barbara. 
While the joint oil pipeline 
working group was informed 
pipeline capacity in the San 
Joaquin Valley will be utilized 
by Elk Hills naval reserve oil, 
county officials are interested 
in having the Navy develop in­ 
dependent capacity to allow 
joint use of existing lines, it was 
asserted by Dev Vrat, of the 
County Office of Environmen­ 
tal Quality (OEQ). 
County Environmental Coor­ 
dinator Albert F Reynolds and 
the pipeline task force looking 
at the overall picture again dis­ 
cussed pipeline segments from 
Ventura to Cuyama. and on to 
San Joaquin Valley Wednesday. 
Naval authorities, according 
to Joseph Lagner. of the Naval 
petroleum and Oil Shale 
Reserves Division. Washington. 
D C . , have ap p ro ached 
“ several oil companies" with 
the idea in mind of forming a 
joint venture, but “ more at­ 
tractive terms" are sought by 
the companies

pipeline would have to leave the

— General agreement was 
seen in the findings of the 
County Air Pollution Control 
District staff that pollutants 
emitting from tanker loadings 
are 10 times those connected 
with onshore pipeline opera­ 
tions. 
— Industry and Coast Guard 
sources testified that there 
seems to be no way to predict 
when or if vapor recovery 
systems will be practical or 
possible to be set up on tankers, 
due to staggering costs, fire 
danger, and lack of technology. 


— The working group, said 
Vrat. is “ looking at two options, 
one with Exxon Corp. and one 
without Exxon.” Exxon En­ 
vironmental Director A N. 
Kidd told the session Wednes­ 
day he was instructed not to 
provide comments on vapor 
recovery system possibilities or

LOS A N G ELES (U PI) - An 
accused spy admitted he sold 
thousands of U S documents to 
Russian agents, including plans 
for a secret CIA satellite 
system to communicate with 
agents in dangerous areas, an 
F B I agent testified Tuesday 
Christopher J. Boyce said he 
and Andrew D Lee sold U.S. 
secrets to Russia for more than 
$70.000. F B I agent James E 
White told Boyce’s trial on es­ 
pionage charges. 
Lee will be tried separately 
Boyce's defense attorney 
tried unsuccessfuly to prevent 
White from testifying, saying 
Boyce did not make the state­ 
ments to White freely. The FB I 
agent said Boyce waived his 
right to silence four hours after 
his arrest and said “ Let s talk 
Boyce. 23, even admitted he 
quit his job as a security clerk 
at TRW Inc., where he stole the 
documents, to go to college as 
part of a Russian spy plan. 
White said. 
Boyce said Russian diplomats 
instructed him to study Russian 
and Chinese languages, history 
and other subjects that would 
get him a position in the State 
Department. White said 
He was a student at the 
University of California at 
Riverside when he was arrested 
after Lee — allegedly the 
courier who carried the stolen 
papers to Mexico City — was 
taken into custody there by 
Mexican federal agents 


Boyce said he took “ thou­ 
sands of documents' 
from 
TRW. including CIA codes for 
communication with agents in 
“ denied 
areas. 
W hite 
testified 
Prosecutor Joel Levine said 
in his opening summary the 
material concerned “ project 
pvramider.” a plan for a secret 
satellite for communication 
with undercover CIA agents 
throughout the world 
When Lee was arrested he 
was carrying film of Pyramider 
plans, the prosecution said 
The defense maintains the 
project was abandoned, so the 
material involved was worth­ 
less as intelligence and thus im­ 
properly classified as secret 
White said Boyce, son of a 
former FB I agent, told him he 
was “ politically very disen­ 
chanted with the United States" 
and “ the government had done 
many things wrong."

Coors not worried

Colo (U P I) - Of­ 
ficials of Coors Brewing Co.. 
which is hiring new employes to 
replace strikers, say the are not 
worried about a labor boycott 
"When someone says. We re 
going to boycott your product.’ 
we say. ‘Christ, what’s new9.’" 
a Coors spokesman said Tues­ 
day as the strike by 1.472 union 
employes entered its eighth

“ The boycott doesn't

the Canary Islands, which 
killed 576 persons, but they did 
observe 
D r 
W illia m 
E c k e r t . 
secretary of the American 
Academy of Forensic Sciences, 
charged in a report “ the 
removal of the victims from the 
scene of the crash without a 
positive 
identification 
to 
another country is gross 
negligence on the part of a 
responsible party ..." 
The bodies of 326 victims 
were flown several days after 
the crash to Dover Air Force 
Base in Delaware, where foren­ 
sic teams have been working to 
identify them. 
Eckert Tuesday sent the 
academy president a two-page 


report that accuses Spanish of­ 
ficials of 
botching the handl­ 
ing of the bodies 
Eckert, a pathologist at St 
Francis Medical Center in 
Wichita, cited inexperience as 
the primary factor in the mis­ 
takes he claims the Spanish 
made, among them moving 
bodies and embalming them 
He noted that no dentists were 
present to aid in the identifica­ 
tion and said he was surprised 
Canary Islands officials did not 
fly in experts from Madrid 


"The bodies were removed’ 
from places where they were 
found in the wreckage with no 
apparent efforts being made to 
note or mark their locations.“ 
Eckert said "All these things 
which an* part of routine ex 
animations of a crash such as 
this were completely voided by 
the process of embalming ” 


Eckert said the public health 
authorities probably didn’t take 
time to consider their actions, 
but were “ trying to clear the 
runways of debris and bodies as 
rapidly as possible "

gate burglar G. Gordon Liddy 
“ in the interest of equity and 
fairness.” has no plans to act on 
other Watergate convictions. 
“ As far as the White House is 
concerned, this ruling has no 
bearing on other cases,” deputy 
White House Press Secretary 
Rex Granum said Tuesday 
after announcing Carter’s deci­ 
sion to reduce Liddy’s sentence, 
set by federal Judge John J. 
Sirica at from six years and 
eight months to 20 years. 
Liddy. his sentence reduced 
to eight years, will be eligible 
for parole July 9 from the 
federal prison in Allenwood. 
Pa. He has been imprisoned 
four years on charges stem­ 
ming from the June 17, 1972, 
burglary of Democratic Nation­ 
al Committee headquarters 


Sirica, referring to the Presi­ 
dent, told U PI, “ He did. ap­ 
parently. what he thought was 
right and I did what I thought 
was right when I imposed the 


original sentence... ” 
Granum said the President 
“ took this action in the interest 
of equity and fairness based on 
a comparison of Mr. Liddy’s 
sentence with those of all 
others convicted in Watergate- 
related prosecutions.” 
Former Attorney General 
John Mitchell and former White 
House aides H R 
Haldeman 
and John Ehrlichman received 
eight-year sentences for their 
parts in the Watergate scandal 
that forced President Nixon 
from office. 
Under the Carter’s action, a 
$40,000 fine remains in effect 
for Liddy. He “ would still be 
required to pay the fine or a 
portion of it.” Granum said 
Liddy has served more time 


in jail than any other Water­ 
gate figure. 
The only one of the seven 
original Watergate burglar- 
conspirators still behind bars, 
Liddy also was given a three- 
year sentence for leading the 
White House “ plumbers” into 
the office of Dr 
Lew is 
Fielding, Daniel Ellsberg’s psy­ 
chiatrist. 
He also received 18 months 
for contempt when he refused 
to testify before the Watergate 
grand jury. 
Sirica was angered by Liddy’s 
refusal to talk about the affair 
during the early atempts to un­ 
ravel it. and handed him a more 
severe sentence than others 
who participated in the break 
in. 


During the Senate Watergate 
hearings, there was testimony 
that Liddy. a mustachioed 
former F B I agent, went to 
Mitchell with a $1 million plan 
for “ dirty tricks” against Nix­ 
on's “ enemies.” 


The plan was trimmed tc 
$250,000. and. according to a 
jury, approved by Mitchell. It 
included wiretapping, surveil­ 
lance and photographing docu­ 
ments — all crimes uncovered 
in the Watergate probe.

According to Dr Hans Selye, inter­ 
national authority on stress, modern 
man is under no more stress than his 
caveman ancestors Modern man has the 
atomic bomb and the stock market, but 
primitive man had to worry about starv­ 
ing to death and being eaten by some 
large animal 


Everyone, he notes, is under some 
stress, some unpleasant and some plea­ 
sant. such as running, but to be free of 
stress one would have to be dead 


Women, because of the women’s 
movement, are becoming more subject, 
he points out. to so-called male stress 
diseases such as cardiac infractions, 
gastric ulcers and hypertension They 
get some satisfaction but at a price He 
defines stress as the non-specific 
response of the body to demand Stress is 
the state you are in. not the agent which 
produces it 


Dr Selye states that the secret is not 
to avoid stress but to “ do your own 
thing " It implies you do what you like 
and at vour own rate For most people it 
is a matter of learning how to live, how 
to behave in various situations, to decide 
what vou want to do

Doctor w ith long career in 
medicine takes on new title

ophthalmologist, has had a long 
and varied career in the field of 
medicine in which he held a 
variety of titles and now he has 
a new one 
Dr Burns, who is 76 but ap­ 
pears more like 64 or 65. has 
been elected vice chairman of 
the Santa Ynez Valley Senior 
Citizens Advisory Council in 
charge of membership 
The council is affiliated with 
the Community Action Com­ 
mission Senior Citizen Center. 
517 Atterdag Road, which once 
a month sponsors a free blood 
pressure clinic at the Veterans 
Memorial Building in Solvang 
Dr Burns first became as­ 
sociated with the center by 
volunteering his services at the 
blood pressure clinics 
Each 
monthly session draws an 
average of about 100 people, 
most of those in the "senior" 
category, although he noted 
that "we do have some who 
turn up in their 40’s " 
Dr 
Burns, who became a 
widower last August when his 
wife. Pauline, died, lives alone 
in a mobile home at Rancho 
Santa Ynez Mobile Esta'es on 
the south edge of Solvang off 
Alisal Road 
Dr and Mrs. Burns came to 
Solvang 2‘* years ago from 
Pasadena, where Dr. 
Burns 
long practiced medicine 
He 
retired in 1972 and they lived in 
the state of Washington for two 
years before making the move 
to Solvang with which they had 


become acquainted over a 20- 
year period as visitors to the 
area 
The retired physician at­ 
tended the College of Medicine 
at the University of Illinois in 
Chicago and practiced general 
surgery in Chicago from 1927 to 
1936 
An 
a c c o m p lis h e d 
saxophonist, he formed a dance 
band during his college years 
and the proceeds from their ap­ 
pearances helped him through 
medical school. He still plays 
the sax today and is responsible 
for the forming of The 
Troubadors. a small dance 
group, which plays for various 
functions at the mobile home 
park 
Dr Burns came to California 
and Pasadena in 1936 where he 
continued in general surgery. 
He later changed his specialty 
to obstetrics and gynecology 
and then took time out between 
1942 and 1945 for a stint in the 
U S Air Force 
He entered his first retire­ 
ment in 1961. but later again 
decided to become active in 
medicine This time he chose 
the field of ophthalomogy as his 
specialty That was in 1964 Dr 
Bums enrolled in special class 


courses at the University of 
California at Berkeley and later 
completed an intense four 
month course in ophthalmology 
at the University of Maine in 
Waterville This was followed 
by six months of work in eye 
clinics. 
Aside, from his once-a-month 
work at the blood pressure 
clinic and his new job as 
membership chairman of the 
senior citizen council. Dr 
Bums finds plenty of activity to 
keep him busy. 
He is an avid student and is 
now involved in studying 
nuclear physics and their rela­

General Motors gives up 
on ‘alternative' engine 


DETROIT (U PI) — After spending seven years and an es­ 
timated $150 million trying to put the Wankel rotary engine 
in an American car, General Motors Corp. has given up on 
the once-promising alternative to the piston engine. 
The end of the project cam e in a terse, four-paragraph 
statem ent Tuesday that said the lightweight engine can’t 
match the fuel economy of similar-sized 
reciprocating 
piston engines and still meet clean air standards. 
GM began working on the engine in 1970 and nearly in­ 
troduced it in the 1975 model Chevrolet Monza, but scrapped 
the idea because of fuel economy concerns prompted by the 
Arab oil embargo. 
Only the Japanese-built Mazda now is sold with the Wankel 
rotary engine. Even that automaker is now emphasizing con­ 
ventionally powered small cars despite statem ents the small 
rotary engine still has a future. Toyo-Kogyo, the Japanese 
m anufacturer, reportedly is working on a rotary-powered 
sports car. 
“ While many improvements were made in many areas of 
rotary engine technology, our rotary engines do not demon­ 
strate the potential for low emissions levels and fuel 
economy equal to those of current reciprocating piston 
engines." GM said in its statem ent. 
“ We will continue to monitor publicly reported develop­ 
ments in rotary engine technology, pointing out that its ad­ 
vantages of sm aller size and lighter weight remain especial­ 
ly attractive,” GM said. 


The Wankel engine replaces the traditional pistons with a 
single triangular rotor.

Ashtrays can make 
fine candle holders

DEAR POLLY — 1 would like to know how to crackle 
ashtrays or marbles to make candle holders. I have 
heard that one can either put them in the oven or very 
hot water. — KIM. 
DEAR KIM — I am sure we will be hearing from 
readers who have done this and will share their methods 
with you. Not too long ago while attending an arts and 
crafts show, I saw some most attractive candle holders 
made from clear and colored glass square ashtrays — 
just as they came from the store, not crackled. 
It took five ashtrays to make one bolder. The first was 
turned upside down and the other four stood around the 
sides with the bowls out. They were all “made on the 
bias” along the edges to fit together perfectly and were 
held in place by a tough clear glue. They looked quite 
handsome and candlelight playing on the many facets of 
the glass was most charming. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — We found the suggestion for using that 
product one sprays on stains before washing was great for 
cleaning shower doors — until we discovered my husband was 
allergic to it.

DEAR MRS. L.S. - Have you tried baking soda? Dampen 
the grease spots only, put soda on them and leave for 10 
minutes or so and then scrub with a sponge or plastic scouring 
pad. Rinse and dry. Do not immerse such an electric 
appliance in water.

Ironic issue 
It is certainly ironic that at 
this point in time, everyone is 
thinking of conservation, par­ 
ticularly water conservation, 
and, at the same time, such 
actions pose a very serious 
threat to the economic being 
of the city water department. 
It appears that if we save 
water, we are going to pay 
more from our pocketbooks. 
The city water commission 
seriously discussed this mat­ 
ter last week when it was 
shown that water revenues 
decreased a total of 21 per cent 
during the month of February. 
Certainly this decrease can be 
accounted for by the fact that 
people are water conscious 
whether we have a water 
deficiency problem or not. It is 
a spinoff from everything we 
read, see and hear. 
City Water Department 
Supervisor A1 Thompson told 
the commission that there 


would have to be some drastic 
changes if the reduced 
revenue picture became a 
trend in the months to come. 
He did not sp ec ific ally 
elaborate what changes he had 
in mind but it isn’t hard to 
guess. 
We say, face the facts. 
Water conservation is going to 
continue. New state laws are 
being pushed, some on an 
emergency basis, to force the 
conservation of 
water use 
throughout the state. 


A determined study is cer­ 
tainly called for now to take a 
careful look at current expen­ 
ditures of the water depart­ 
ment. 
We feel it would be extreme­ 
ly painful to increase charges 
to water users on the basis 
that they are doing their part 
by conserving this precious 
commodity.

Mr Schlesinger adds: What would hap­ 
pen to General Motors if there were no 
gas at all9 
Mr Anthony Lewis, who always faces 
grim events with a positively elated 
stoicism, can’t wait for us to tighten our 
belts. Now tightening one’s belt is not 
perceived by him as accepting finiteness 
a s it co m e s a t us th ro u g h the 
marketplace 
Everybody knows that 
when things grow scarcer, they become 
more expensive. That is as true of water 
as of diamonds Mr Lewis hasn’t quite 
told us whether he would favor rationing, 
but clearly he wants high taxes on expen­ 
sive cars Here is his summation: 
“ Market forces, if left alone, would of 
course solve’ the resulting problem in a 
sense When the limit of production is 
reached — way before that, in fact, as 
the limit is sensed — prices would shoot 
up again Or it would become a luxury 
item unavailable to poor countries and 
poor people Petroleum would be used to 
power limousines while millions had to 
shut their oil furnaces down " 
Now if one is patient, it is possible to 
penetrate to the correct distinctions, and 
it is worth the exercise in anticipation of 
April 20 and the formal unveiling of the 
energy plan 


Taxes are very effective in curtailing 
demand But they do nothing at all for 
supply. If (in your model) you reduce the 
consumption of fuel by taxing 
very 
heavily, the price of gasoline remains 
constant, or even decreases But if fuel is 
fetching only that price, then that huge 
deposit of oil lying out there, say. in the 
North Sea, or in the North Slope, would 
not be drilled and be brought to market 
because that cannot be profitably under­ 
taken Nor will the deep coal be brought 
up. nor will the experimentation be done 
on the methane gas locked under the 
seawater. 
The only justification for the high tax 
is to delay the exhaustion of developed 
reserves. In combination with, let us 
say. a subsidy for oil exploration in the 
form of reduced or even eliminated 
taxes, a kind of equilibrium is ap­ 
proached In other words, tax to reduce 
demand, take the money raised and let it 
substitute for taxes paid by wildcatters 
and developers to increase the supply: 
that is a coherent plan Its disadvantage 
is the manipulative feel of it. If the con­ 
sumer is going to have to pay more in 
any case, why put it through the 
government? 


Mr 
Lewis’s statem ent about the 
limousines is of course caricature. It is 
true that there is a shortage of oil, but it 
is necessary to wear highly astringent 
prisms in order to see that shortage. 
Professor Adelman at MIT has written 
that assuming the normal rate at which 
we discover oil. in 1985 the world’s 
reserves will not have shrunk. There are 
100 million passenger cars using about 
one half of the fuel we consume About 
one hundredth of one per cent of these 
are limousines. And as often as not. 
those limousines are efficiently used, at 
funerals, wedding parties, airports, and 
the like, they are not unusually hauling 
six people A passenger car with only 
the driver is a conventional phenomenon 
in any city. 


If oil became very scarce. Mr Lewis 
might be forced to depart his beloved 
Boston and go to Mobile, Alabama to 
live, where they need less fuel to keep 
warm But the important thing is that 
the decision should be his. not Professor 
Schlesinger s

“Thompson-submachine guns and ... M-l 
rifles" through a cohort, the report con­ 
tinues. The arm s were to be used “ in 
connection with a plot to assassinate 
Pindling and Hanna.” 
The alleged plot in 1973 came at a time 
when some Bahamans believed that the 
United States was secretly aiding anti- 
Pindling dissidents. The 1RS, which had 
been investigating American tax havens 
in the Bahamas, provided the assassina­ 
tion information to Bahaman authorities 
to dispel this view. 
Footnote: The 1RS files were in 
records provided to Rep. Benjamin 
Rosenthal. D -N.Y. His Consumer Af­ 
fairs subcommittee was investigating 
1RS projects relating to tax havens. 
PETROLEUM PARLEY - Stuart 
Eizenstat, the scholarly, soft-spoken 
White House dom estic policy chief. 


privately disagrees with President 
C arter’s emerging energy policy. 
C onservative energy czar Jam es 
Schlesinger has been urging Carter to 
deregulate the price of natural gas. But 
in a private interview with us, Eizenstat 
called deregulation 
“ a 
Republican 
policy.” 
Yet Eizenstat’s personal philosophy 
hasn’t deterred him from mingling with 
the energy industry’s lobbyists. For ex­ 
ample, former Massachusetts Gov. En- 
dicott Peabody, now a top nuclear lob­ 
byist, has regular access to Eizenstat 
and the White House. The domestic chief 
also has asked Sun Oil officials to 
analyze federal studies. 
Another oil and gas group used Eizen­ 
stat’s old Atlanta law firm to try to in­ 
fluence the White House. The meeting 
with oil economists and lawyers in 
February was suggested by Will Cain, a 
Texas natural gas executive and a Carter 
campaign fund-raiser. The parley was 
actually set up by Mobil Oil represen­ 
tative Frank Love, a former law partner 
of Eizenstat’s. 
The oil and gas men fervently argued 
for increased coal use and energy price 
hikes While Carter’s energy plans in­ 
clude some of their proposals, Eizenstat 
insists the meeting didn't influence the 
president's decision. He said he was 
simply hearing the industry’s side of the 
argument. Love and Cain also told us 
they were only trying to give Eizenstat 
the industry’s point of view. 
OIL TO JAPAN? — Many congres­ 
sional Democrats are trying to stop the 
oil companies from jacking up profits by 
selling Alaskan oil to Japan. 
In order to push through the Alaskan 
pipeline, petroleum firms swore that 
North Slope oil was desperately needed 
in the United States, which now imports 
38 per cent of its oil from Arab nations. 
Both the government and the people 
were promised that the pipeline would 
funnel the vital oil solely into the con­ 
tinental United States. 
But on the West Coast, there will soon 
be a glut of oil when the Alaskan pipeline 
reaches full production. “ About 700.000 


barrels of oil per day in excess of its 
needs will reach California,” says a con­ 
fidential briefing paper prepared for 
Rep. John Dingell’s Energy Subcommit­ 
tee. 
This West Coast oil surplus has been 
expected for years, our sources say, yet 
the oil com panies have not built 
refineries or pipelines to process the ex­ 
pected flow of Alaskan oil. Thus there is 
no way to ship the fuel to the energy- 
starved Midwest and East Coast 
An internal F ederal E nergy Ad­ 
ministration document suggests that 
“ the oil companies were cognizant of the 
surplus at the time the decision was 
made to build the pipeline across Alaska, 
rather than across Canada (to the 
Midwest) and nevertheless proceeded ... 
with the intention of exporting any sur­ 
plus crude to Japan.” 
The oil companies and some White 
House officials want to trade the Alaskan 
oil to Japan in exchange for an equal 
amount of Saudi Arabian oil. The Saudi 
oil would be carried by tanker from the 
Persian Gulf to the East Coast. This 
would make the United States even more 
dependent on Arab imports. 
The swapping arrangement would be 
quite profitable for the oil companies. 
Alaskan oil refined and sold in the United 
States would probably sell at a much 
cheaper price than the Arabs now charge 
for their oil. However, the industry can 
sell Alaskan oil to Japan at much higher 
prices. 


Rep. John D ingell, D.-Mich , is 
fighting to keep the Alaskan oil in the 
United States and would rather delay its 
production than ship it to Japan. 
Meanwhile, the fracas has been joined by 
Alaskan Gov. Jay Hammond, who has 
secretly written President Carter asking 
him to allow higher prices for Alaskan 
oil. 
Footnote. Oil company spokesmen 
deny they would make extra profits by 
selling Alaskan oil to Japan They main­ 
tain that they are trying to increase 
refining and pipeline capacity on the 
West Coast.

Real drought 


We realize that there have been 
millions of words already written about 
the California drought but until one ex­ 
periences the results of a drought condi­ 
tion, words don’t mean too much. 
We spent last week in San Joaquin 
Valley and the residents there, primarliy 
the ranchers, have 
only one word on their 
lips at all times — 
drought. 
Orchardists are in 
p a rtic u la r 
trouble 
w ithout 
irrig a tio n 
water from the canals 
and the irrigation dis­ 
tric ts. In one p ar­ 
ticular irrigation dis­ 
tric t, ranchers are 
only prom ised one 
three inch irrigation 
this year. If ranchers 
do not have wells, they can kiss their 
peach crops goodbye. 


There are happy people, too. P ar­ 
ticularly the well diggers. They are com­ 
ing from as far as Texas to drill wells 
and they can’t keep up with the work 
load, drilling wells at the exorbitant 
cost of 850 a foot. This doesn’t even in­ 
clude “ proving” the well. Just drilling 
the well. 


Now everyone is concerned about what 
effect the great drilling effort is going to 
have on the water basin of the upper 
Valley. Only time will tell. 


We tried our hand at fishing on the 
river. At one of our favorite spots, the 
river was so low that we could nearly see 
the bottom all the way across.

For years 
and years, this particular area never 
worried about an adequate water supply. 
Irrigation canals always ran full and the 
need for wells was non-existent. Today it 
is an entirely different situation. It is 
definitely a crisis that cannot be solved 
except by an act of God.

had a loud voice in Sacramento — the 
item is again in the budget for Fiscal 78 
— to the tune of $680.000 No one from the 
State of California — or the Mission Ad­ 
visory Committee has ever bothered to 
contact me — anything and everything I 
know about the project 1 have had to find 
out myself — through your newspaper, 
the Santa Barbara Newspress. and the tv 
stations — I once prepared a file of clipp­ 
ings and sent it and my opinion of the 
acquisition to Don McGillivray. then to 
Gary Hart, and now Senator Nimmo, I 
finally had a phone call from the Park 
Department, thanks to Nimmo’s office. 


The land I own was originally 120 
acres, deeded to my father. Basil Fox. in 
1901 Through the years, the reconstruc­ 
tion of the mission and the road 
decreased the parcel to 101 9 acres My 
sisters and I split the parcels. I retained 
41 acres and Mr 
Rivaldi bought the 
other 60 I have spent a lot of time and 
money on a well and irrigation systems 
and the land is once again very produc­ 
tive I don’t intend to sell it to the State 
of California or anyone else 1 think the 


idea of spending $680,000 to buy land that 
is already in an agriculture preserve is 
certainly not a best use of that kind of 
money — there are so many, many 
campgrounds in the state that need ex­ 
pansion. so much beautiful coast line 
that should be preserved, it is just in­ 
conceivable to me that anyone would 
budget money to increase a park that 
already has over 500 acres (mostly un­ 
used) to surround a “ recreated 
mis­ 


sion 
Maybe the California taxpayers 
would like to buy the land around the San 
Luis Obispo Mission de Tolosa — and 
how about the Mission Delores in the 
heart of San Francisco (that would only 
cost about 1 million a front foot.) or the 
one in the Old Town of San Diego — or 
beautiful Santa Barbara in an expensive 


residential area — or Carmel — or any of 
the others. They have all survived — no 
m atter what surrounded them through 
the years of change, and how many Mis­ 
sions do the future generaions need to 
know what they were like — we could go 
on and on taking private land (par­ 
ticularly farm land) from productive use 
and preserving it forever — As a tax­ 
payer and landowner I would like equal 
time to express my feeling to you and the
